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THE  JOB  TO  BE  DONE  HERE 

During  the  past  season  Ottawa  Jew- 
ry has  responded  with  magnanimous 
loyalty  to  demands  placed  upon  us  for 
aiding  the  building  of  Eretz  Israel,  for 
providing  relief  to  our  hard-pressed 
brethren  overseas  and  for  supporting 
institutions  of  higher  Jewish  learning 
and  social  service  on  the  American  con- 
tinent. We  may  also  take  deserved  pride 
in  our  whole-hearted  cooperation  with 
Canada’s  national  welfare  agencies  and 
our  participation  in  the  civic  life  of  our 
capital  city.  Nevertheless,  we- must  not 
forget  that  there  is  a very  important 
piece  of  work  to  be  done  right  here  in 
our  own  city  — the  job  of  translating 
the  dream  of  the  Synagogue-Community 
Centre  into  a living  reality. 

It  would  be  pointless  at  this  moment 
to  argue  the  merits  thereof.  For  some 
years  now,  it  has  been  considered  to  be 
a vitally  essential  undertaking  by  our 
Jewish  community  leaders  and  by  those 
mostly  to  benefit  from  it  — our  young 
people,  adolescents  and  children.  How- 
ever, it  is  important  to  clarify  our  un- 
derstanding of  the  philosophy  and  prin- 
ciples underlying  the  Synagogue-Centre 
idea  from  its  inception. 

A quarter  century  ago,  the  Syn- 
agogue-Centre has  been  conceived  and 
has  functioned  as  the  instrument  which 
unites  all  our  co-religionists  and  gen- 
erates loyalty  to  Judaism  and  patriotism 
to  our  country.  It  understands  Judaism 
as  embracing  the  totality  of  man’s  ex- 
periences, hallowing  even  those  ac- 
tivities generally  termed  as  “secular’’. 
Hence  the  Synagogue-Centre  empha- 
sizes not  only  what  is  normally  consider- 
ed the  strictly  religious  aspects  of  life, 
but  also  includes  in  its  scope  a well- 
rounded  program  of  social,  recreational 
and  athletic  activities.  The  Synagogue- 
Centre  contains  a library,  fosters  public 
forums,  dramatics  and  music  — thus 
enriching  its  members  culturally  as  well 
as  spiritually.  The  Synagogue-Centre  in- 
cludes a religious  school  and  a club  de- 
partment for  the  adolescent  boys  and 
girls,  and  young  men  and  women.
